GUJARAT  ACT  NO.  18  OF  1979. 

(First  published,  after  having  received  the  assent  of  the  President  in  the 
« Gujarat  Government  Gazette,  on  the  6th  June  1979  )* 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  establishment  of  a Water  Supply  and  Sewerage  Board 
for  the  rapid  development  and  proper  regulation  of  water  supply  and  sewerage 
services  in  the  State  of  Gujarat. 

It  ia  hereby  enaoted  in  the  Twenty-ninth  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India  as 
follows:— 

CHAPTER  X. 

PlUEIJMiNABY  * 

1 (J)  This  Act  maybe  called  the  Gujarat  Water  Supply  and  Sewerage 

Board  Act,  1978* 

(2)  It  extends  to  the  whole  of  the  State  of  Gujarat  excluding  the  areas 
comprised  in  Cities  and  cantonments* 
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(3)  This  ■ftotioa  shall  come  into  force  at  once  and  the  remaining  provi- 
sions shall  come  into  forme  on  auoh  date  as  the  State  Government  may,  by 
notification  in  the  Official  Gazette,  appoint,  and  different  dates  may  be 
appointed  for  different  provisions,  and  any  reference  in  any  such  provision  to  the 
date  of  common  cement  of  this  Aot  shall  be  construed  aB  reference  to  the 
date  of  coming  into 1 force  of  that  provision. 

2.  In  this  Act,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires, — 

(i)  "Board”  means  the  Gujarat  Water  Supply  and  Sewerage  Board 
established  under  section  3; 

(ii)  "byo-laws”  means  bye-lawB  made  under  this  Act  ; 

(iii)  "cantonment”  means  a cantonment  declared  as  such  under  section 
3 of  the  Cantonments  Act,  1924 ; 

(iv)  "cess-pool”  includes  a settlement  tank  or  other  tank  to  receive 
or  disposo  of  foul  matters  from  any  premises ; 

(v)  "Chairman”  means  the  Chairman  of  the  Board ; 

(vi)  "City”  means  a City  as  constituted  under  section  3 of  the  Bombay 
Provincial  Municipal  Corporations  Act,  1949 ; 


(vii)  "comimmication  pipe”  means  any  pipe  or  system  of  pipes,  along 
with  all  fittings  thereto,  by  means  of  which  water  is  supplied  to  any 
premises  from  the  main,  and  includes  a connection  pipe,  service  pipe, 
meter  or  other  fittings  { 

(viii)  "connection  pipe”  means  any  water  pipe  from  a ferrule  to 
stop-cock  connecting  the  main  of  the  local  body  or  the  Board,  as  tho  case 
may  be,  with  the  service  pipo ; 

(ix)  "consumer”  means  any  person  getting  the  benefit  of  any  water 
supply  or  sewerage  service  from  the  local  body  or  the  Board,  as  the 
case  may  be  ; 

(x)  “domestic  sewage”  means  waste  water  from  residential  premises, 
boarding  and  lodging  houses,  hostels,  hotels,  public  places,  offices  aud  all 
such  establishments  as  are  not  a part  of  any  trade  or  industry,  and 
arising  out  of  personal  and  normal  human  activities  such  as  drinking 
bathing,  ablution,  washing  and  cooking ; 

(xi)  "drain”  means  a sewer,  tunnel,  pipe,  ditch,  gutter  or  channel 
or  any  cistern,  flush-tank,  septic  tank  or  other  device  for  carrying  off 
or  treating  sewage,  offensive  matter , polluted  water,  sullage,  waste  water 
or  sub -soil  water,  and  includes  any  culvert,  ventilation  shaft  or  pipe 
or  other  appliances  or  fittings  connected  With  such  drain,  aud  any 
ejectors,  compressed  air  mains,  sealed  sewage  mainB  and  special  machi- 
nery or  apparatus  for  raising,  collecting,  expelling  or  removing  sewage  or 
offensive  matter  from  any  place  j 
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(xii)  “ferrule”  moans  a ferrule  connecting  the  connection  pipe  with, 
the  mam ; 

(xiii)  “Gujarat  Public  Health  Engineering  Service”  means  the  organi- 
sation functioning  for  the  purpose  of  providing  water  supply  and  sewerage 
services  as  a wing  of  the  Health  and  Family  Welfare  Department  of  the 
Government  of  Gujarat ; 


fox)  “local  area”  means  the  area  falling  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
a local  body; 

(rv)  "local  body”  means  a municipality  or  a panchayab  established 
under  any  law  for  the  time  being  in  force  ; 


(xvi)  "main”  niertnii  #■  pipe  laid  by  the  local  body  or  the  Board,  as  the 
case  may  he,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  a general  supply  cf  water  as  distinct 
from  a supply  to  individual  consumers,  and  includes  any  apparatus  used  in 
connection  with  such  a pipe; 


(xvii)  “membor”  in  sans  a member  of  the  Board,  and  includes  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  ; 
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(xviii)  “Member- Secret  ary”  means  the  Member-Secretary  of  the  Board  , 

fxixl  "municipality”  includes  the  person  or  committee  appointed  under 
clause  (c)  of  sub-section  (f)  of  section  264-B  of  the  Gujarat  Municipalities 
Act,  1963  for  any  notified  area; 

(xx)  "non -official  member"  means  a member,  not  being  an  ex-officio 
member  ; 

{xxi)  “occupier”,  in  relation  to  any  premises,  means  the  following:— 

(a)  any  person  for  the  time  being  paying  or  liable  to  pay  rent  or  any 
portion  thereof  to  the  owner  in  respect  of  those  premises  ; 

(b)  an  owner  who  is  in  occupation  of  those  premises  ; 

(c)  a tenant  of  those  premises  who  is  exempt  from  payment  of  rent  ; 

(d)  a licensee  who  is  in  occupation  of  those  premises;  and 

(e)  any  person,  who  is  liable  to  pay  damages  to  the  owner  in  respect 
of  use  and  occupation  of  those  premises  ; 


,x;;\  “owner”  in  relation  to  any  premises,  means  the  person  who  rcce- 
Jthe  rent  of  the  said  premises  or  who  would  be  entitled  to  receive  the 
it  thereof  if  the  premises  were  let,  and  includes 


(a)  an  agent  or  trustee  who  receives  such  rent  on  account  of  tbe

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(b)  an  ag^nt  or  trustee  who  receives  tlie  rent  of,  or  is  entrusted  with, 
the  management  of  any  premises  devoted  to  religious  or  charitable  pur- 
pose a ; 

(c)  a receiver  or  manager  appointed  by  any  Court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  to  have  the  charge  of,  or  io  exercise  the  rights  of  an  owner 
of  the  said  premises;  and 

(d)  a mortgageedn-possession ; 

(xxiii)  “premises0  means  any  land  or  building  or  my  urt  of  a Milling; 

(xxiv)  “prescribed0  means  prescribed  by  rules  ; 

(xxv)  “private  street”,  “public  street”  and  “street”,  in  relation  to  any 
local  area,  shall  have  the  meanings  assigned  to  them  in  the  law  relating  to 
the  local  body  having  jurisdiction  over  that  local  area  ; 

(xxvi)  <f regulations”  means  regulations  made  under  this  Act  ; 

(xxvii)  “relevant  local  authority  law”  means —

(a)  in  relation  to  a municipality,  the  Gujarat  Municipalities  Act,  1963; 

1904. 

(b)  in  relation  to  a panchayat,  the  Gujarat  Panchayats  Act,  1962  ; 

1962,, 

(xxviii)  “rules”  means  rubs  made  under  this  Act; 

{xx \x)  “service  pipe”  means  any  pipe  other  than  the  connection  pipe 
beyond  the  stop-cock  by  means  of  which  water  is  supplied  to  any  premises  ; 

(xxx)  “sewage”  me  mis  night-soil  and  other  contents  of  water  closets, 
latrines,  privies,  urinals,  cess-pools  or  drains,  and  polluted  water  from  sinks, 
bath  rooms,  stables  and  other  like  places,  and  includes  trade  effluents  ; 

(xxxi)  “sewer”  means  a closed  conduit  for  carrying  sewage,  offensive 
matter,  polluted  water,  waste  water  or  sub-soil  water; 

(xxxii)  “sewerage”  means  a system  of  collection  of  waste  vTter  from 
community  from  its  houses,  institutions,  industry  and  public  places,  the 
pumping  treatment  and  disposal  of  such  waste  water,  its  effluent,  sludge, 
gas  and  othar  end  pit) ducts  ; 

(rxxiii)  “stop-cock”  means  a stop -cock  fitted  at  the  end  of  the  connec- 
tion pipe  away  from  the  main  for  the  purpose  of  switching  off  and  regu- 
lating  the  water  supply  to  any  premises  ; 

(raiv)  “trade  effluent”  means  any  liquid  either  with  or  without  particles 
of  matters  in  suspension  therein,  which  is  wholly  or  in  part  produced  or 
discharged  in  the  course  of  any  trade  or  industry,  including  agriculture 
and  horticulture,  but  it  does  not  include  domestic  sewage; 
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(xxxv)  “water  connection”  includes— 

(a)  any  tank,  cistern,  hydrant,  standpipe,  meter  or  tap,  situated  on 
any  private  property  and  connected  with  a main  or  other  pipe  belong 
mg  to  the  local  body  or  the  Board,  as  the  ease  may  be; 

(b)  the  water  pipe  connecting  such  a ta^ik,  cistern,  hydrant,  stand- 
pipe, meter  or  tap,  with  such  main  or  pipe; 

fxxxvil  “water  supply”  jmeans  a system  >£  providing  water  to  a com- 
munity for  meeting  its  requirement  for  drinking  and  other  domestic  uses, 
industry,  recreation  and  various  public  uses; 

fxxxviil  “water  works”  includes  water  channel  (including  stream,  lake, 
snrinff  river  or  canal,  well,  other  underground  water  source,  pump,  galle- 
ries reservoir,  cistern,  tank),  duct,  whether  covered  or  open,  treatment 
units  sluice*  supply  main  culvert,  engine,  water-truck,  hydrants,  stand 
pipe  conduit  and  machinery,  land,  building  or  other  things  forsupP|^£> 
0/  used  for  supplying  water  or  for  protecting  sources  of  water  supply 

or  for  treatment  of  water. 


CHAPTER  II 
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Establishment,  Conduot  of  Business,  Duties  and  Powers  of  the  Board 


3 (1)  As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  commencement  of  this  Act,  the  State 

Wemment  shall,  by  notification  in  the  Offurnl  Gazette,  with  effect  from 
^date  to  be  specified  therein,  establish  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  a Board 
;0  be  called  “the  Gujarat  Water  Supply  and  Sewerage  Board  . 

{2)  The  Board  shall  be  a body  corporate * having  perpetual  succession 
md  a common  seal,  with  powers,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  to 
wqilire  hold  or  dispose  of  property,  both  movable  and  immovable,  and 
contract,  and  may  sue  or  be  sued  by  its  corporate  name  aforesaid. 


(3)  The  Board  shall  bo  deemed  to  be  a local  authority  as  defined  in  the 
Bombay  General  Clauses  Act,  1904. 


4.  (1)  The  Board  shall  consisb  of  the  following  members,  namely  : 

(a)  the  Chairman  to  be  appointed  by  the  State  Government . from 
amongst  persons  appearing  to  it  to  be  qualified  by  reason  of  wide  a<lmuus- 
trative  experience  in  a managerial  capacity  or  capability  as  a teohmoal 
expert,  for  such  appointment; 

(b)  the  Member-Secretary  to  be  appointed  by  the  State  Government, 
who  shall  be  a qualified  Engineer,  having  an  administrative  experience 
and  experience  of  water  supply  and  sewerage  works; 

fcl  a representative  of  the  State  Government  from  the  Health  and 
FaUly  Welfare  Department,  not  below  the  rank  of  Deputy  Secretary  te 
Government,  to  be  appointed  by  the  State.  Government,  ex-officio. 
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(d)  a representative  of  the  State  Government  from  the  Panoh&yats, 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  Department  or  from  the  Planning  De- 
partment, not  below  the  rank  of  Deputy  Secretary  to  Government,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  State  Government,  ex-officio;  ’ 

(e)  a representative  of  the  State  Government  from  the  Finance  Depart- 
ment, not  below  the  rank  of  a Deputy  Secretary  to  Government,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  State  Government,  ex-officio; 


(f ) three  members  to  he  appointed  by  the  State  Government  from  amongst 
the  elected  heads  of  the  local  bodies; 

(g)  four  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  State  Government,  who  are 
experts  in  economic  or  development  planning  and  engineering, 

(2)  The  names  of  the  persons  appointed  as  non-official  members  shall  be 
published  in  the  Official  Gazette * 
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5,  A person  shall  be  disqualified  for  being  appointed  or  continuing  as  a 
unofficial  member,  if  he  — 

(a)  has  been  convicted  of  an  offence  involving  moral  turpitude; 


(b)  is  an  undischarged  insolvent; 


(e)  is  of  unsound  mind  and  stands  so  declared  by  a competent  Court; 


(d)  holds,  except  as  provided  in  sections  6 and  7,  any  office  of  profit 
umder  the  Board; 


(e)  has,  directly  or  indirectly  by  himself  or  by  any  partner,  employer 
or  employee,  any  share  or  interest,  whether  pecuniary  or  of  any  other 
nature,  in  any  contract  or  employment  with,  by  or  on  behalf  of,  the  Board; 
or 


(f ) is  a Director,  Secretary,  manager  or  other  officer  of  any  company, 
which  has  any  share  or  interest  in  any  contract  or  employment  with,  by  or 
on  behaJf  of,  the  Board  : 

Provided  that  a person  shall  not  be  disqualified  under  clause  (e)  or  danse  (f) 
by  reason  only  of  his  or  the  company  of  which  ho  is  a Director,  Secretary* 
Manager  or  other  officer  having  a share  or  interest  in  — 

(i)  any  sale,  purchase,  lease  or  exchange  of  immovable  property  or  any 
agreement  for  the  same; 

(ii)  any  agreement  for  loan  of  money  or  any  security  for  payment)? 
money  only; 

(iii)  any  newspaper  in  which  any  advertisement  relating  to  the  affain 
of  the  Board  is  published; 
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(iv)  the  occasional  sale  to  the  Board,  upto  a value  not  exceeding  ten 
thousand  Tupee3  in  any  one  year,  of  any  article  in  which  he  or  the  company 
regularly  trades. 

6.  (1)  The  Chairman,  unless  appointed  ex-officio,  shall  hold  office  for  three 
years; 

Provided  that  his  term  of  office  may  be  determined  earlier  by  the  State 
Government,  by  notification  in  the  Official  Gazette. 

(2)  The  Member-Secretary  shall  hold  office  for  such  period  as  the  State 
Government  may  by  order  specify. 

(3)  A person  appointed  as  member  under  olause  (f)  of  sub-section  (1)  of 
section  4 shall  hold  office  for  three  years: 

Provided  that,  he  shall  cease  to  be  a member— 

{a)  if  he  ceases  to  be  the  elected  head  of  the  local  body  concerned,  or 

(b)  if  his  term  is  determined  earlier  by  the  State  Government  by  noti- 
fication in  the  Official  Gazette. 

(4)  A pofson  appointed  as  member  under  olause  (g)  of  sub-section  (1) 
of  section  4 shall  hold  office  for  three  yearn: 

Provided  that,  his  term  of  office  may  be  determined  earlier  by  the  State 
Government  by  notification  in  the  Official  Gazette. 

(5)  The  members  shall  be  eligible  fox  reappointment. 

(6)  Any  member  may  at  any  time  resign  his  office  by  writing  under  his 
fraud  addressed  to  the  State  Government,  and  on  such  resignation  being 
accepted,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have  vacated  his  office. 

7.  (1)  The  fibeirmfln  and  the  Member-Secrotary  shall  be  paid  from  the 
Board  Pund  such  salary  and  allowances  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  State 
Government. 

(2)  The  other  members  of  the  Board  shall  bo  paid  such  allowances  as 
may  be  fixed  by  the  State  Government. 

(3)  If  any  member  is  by  infirmity  or  otherwise  rendered  temporarily 

incapable  of  carrying  out  his  duties  or  is  absent  on  leave  in  circumstances 
not  involving  the  vacation  of  his  appointment,  the  State  Government  may 
appoint  another  person  to  officiate  for  him  and  to  carry  out  Iub  functions 
under  this  Act.  , 


* [X)  The  Board  mayjappoint  such  officers  and  servants  as  it  considers 

necessary  for  the  efficient  performance  of  its  duties  and  discharge  of  its 
functions  against  posts  sanctioned  by  the  State  Government,^,  ^ 

(2)  The  recruitment  and  the  conditions  of  service  of  the  officers  and  seas 
vants  of  the  Board  shall  be  such  as  may  be  determined  by  regulations. 

(3)  The  Board  may,  with  the  previous  approval  of  the  appropriate  Govern* 
meat,  appoint  a servant  of  the  Central  Government  or  the  State  Government 
as  an  employee  of  the  Board  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  it  thinks  fit. 
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{<#)  Subject  to  the  auporintendenoe  of  the  Board,  the  Member-Secretary 
t ">  shall  bo  the  Chief  Executive  Officer  of  the  Board  who  shall  supervise  and 

control  all  its  officers  and  servants  including  any  officers  of  Government 
appointed  on  deputation  to  the  Board.

14,  The  duties  and  functions  of  the  Board  shall  be  as  follows,  namely: — 

{a)  to  prepare,  execute,  promote  and  finance  the  schemes  for  supply  of 
water  and  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  ; 

(b)  to  render  allnecessary  services  in  regardto  water  supply  and  sewerage 
to  the  State  Government  and  local  bodies  and  on  request  to  private  insti- 
tutions or  individuals  also  ; 

(c)  to  prepare  draft  State  Plans  for  water  supply,  sewerage  and  drainage 
on  the  directions  of  tho  State  Government  ; 

(d)  to  review  and  advise  on  tho  tariff,  taxes,  fees,  and  charges  of  water 
supply  and  sewerage  systems,  in  tho  areas  comprised  witliin  tho  sphere  of 
operation  of  the  water  supply  and  sewerage  services  of  tho  Board  and  in 
the  areas  of  the  local  bodies  which  have  entered  into  an  agreement  with 
the  Board  ; 

(e)  to  assess  the  requirements  of  materials  and  arrange  for  their  procure-^ 
mont  and  utilisation; 

(f)  to  establish  State  standards  for  water  supply  and  sewerage  services; 

(g)  to  review  annually  the  technical,  financial,  economic  and  other  aspects 
of  water  supply  and  sewerage  system  of  every  scheme  of  the  Board  or  the 
looal  bodies  which  have  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  Board; 

(h)  to  establish  and  maintain  a facility  to  review  and  apprise  the  tech- 
nical, financial,  economic  and  other  pertinent  aspects  of  every  water  supply 
and  sowerage  scheme  in  the  State  ; 

(i)  to  operate,  run  and  maintain  any  water  works  and  sewerage  system, 
if  and  when  directed  by  the  State  Government,  on  such  terms  and  conditions 
and  for  such  period  as  may  be  specified  by  the  State  Government; 

(j)  to  assess  the  requirements  for  man-power  and  training  in  relation  to 
water  supply  and  sewerage  services  in  the  State  ; 

(k)  to  carry  out  applied  research  Fot  efficient  discharge  of  the  duties  and 
functions  of  the  Board  ; 
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(l)  to  perform  such  of  the  duties  and  functions,  which  ire  being  per- 
formed bythe  Gujarat  Public  Health  Engineering  Service,  as  may  be  specified, 
from  time  to  time,  by  the  State  Government; 

(m)  to  perform  and  discharge  such  other  duties  and  functions  as  are  allo- 
tted to  the  Board  under  other  provisions  of  this  Act  or  as  may  be  entrusted 
to  it  by  the  State  Government, 

of  15,  (1)  The  Board  shall,  subject  to  the  other  provisions  of  this  Act,  have 

power  to  do  anything  which  may  be  necessary  or  expedient  for  performing  its 
duties  and  discharging  its  functions  under  this  Act. 

(2)  Without  prejudice  to  the  generality  of  tho  foregoing  provisions,  such 
powers  shall  iucludo  tho  power- 

fa)  to  inspect  all  water  supply  and  sewerage  facilities  in  the  State  by 
whomsoever  they  are  operated;

(e)  to  lay  down  the  schedule  of  fees  and  other  charges  for  all  kinds  of 
services  rendered  by  the  Board  to  the  State  Government,  local  bodies, 
institutions  or  individuals ; 

(f)  to  enteT  into  contract  or  agreement  with  any  person  or  persons 
as  the  Board  may  deem  necessary,  for  peforming  its  duties  anddisoha- 
rging  its  functions  under  this  Act ; r 

(g)  to  adopt  its  own  budget  annually  ; 

(h)  to  approve  tariffs  for  water  supply  and  sewerage  services  applica- 
ble to  the  areas  comprised  within  the  sphere  of  operation  of  suoh 
services  of  the  Board  ; and  within  the  jurisdiction  of  suoh  local  bodies 
as  have  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  Board ; 

(i)  to  manage  all  its  affairs  so  as  to  provide  the  people  of  the  area 
within  its  jurisdiction  with  wholesome  water  and,  whoro  feasible, 
efficient  sewerage  service  ; 

{})  to  take  such  other  measures,  as  may  bo  necessary,  to  ensure  water 
supply  in  times  of  any  emergency ; 

(k)  to  acquire,  possess  and  hold  lands  and  other  property  and  to 
carry  any  water  or  sewerage  works  through,  across,  over  or  under 
any  highway,  road,  street,  or  place  and  after  reasonable  notice  in  writing 
to  the  owner  or  occupier,  into,  through,  over  or  under  any  building 
or  land ; 
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(l)  to  abstract  water  from  auy  natural  source  and  dispose  of  waste 
water  ; 

(m)  to  raise,  borrow  or  secure  money  on  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  may  be  expedient,  and  in  particular  by  way  of  loans  and  advances, 
deposits  and  issue  of  debentures  and  obtain  subventions  or  mortgages 
from  public  institutions  like  tbe  Life  Insurance  Corporation  of  India, 
Banks  and  any  international  organisations  or  from  the  State  and  Central 
Government,  for  drinking  water  supply  and  sewerage  schemes  or  any 
other  schemes  for  improvement  of  sanitation  ; 

(n)  to  receive  grants  from  the  State  Government,  the  Central 
Government  and  the  local  bodies  for  water  supply  and  sewerage  or  any 
other  sanitation  improvement  schemes; 

(o)  to  repay  instalments  of  loans  and  pay  iutorest  on  the  principal 
thereof  to  the  lenders  as  per  mutually  agreed  terms  and  conditions  ; 

(p)  to  advance  loans  to  the  local  bodies  or  Government  for  their 
water  supply  and  sewerage  aohemes  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
may  be  specified  by  the  Board ; 

(q)  to  recover  from  the  local  bodies  or  Government  principal  and 
interest  thereon  in  rospect  of  loans  advanced  to  them  by  the  Board  ; 

(r)  to  incur  such  expenditure  as  the  Board  may  deem  necessary  for 
performing  its  duties  and  functions  under  this  Act ; 

(s)  to  exercise  such  other  powers  as  are  conferred  on  tlie  Board 
under  other  provisions  of  this  Act.

CHAPTER  VIII 
Watejs  Supply. 

48.  The  supply  of  water  for  domestic  purposes  under  this  Act  means  supply

(o)  for  any  trade,  manufacture  or  business; 

(6)  for  gardens  or  for  purposes  of  irrigation; 
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(c)  for  building  purposes,  including  construction  of  streets ; 

(d)  for  fountains,  swimming  pools,  public  bath  or  tanka  or  for  any  orna- 
mental or  mechanical  purposes; 

(e)  for  animals,  where  they  are  kept  for  sale  or  hire  or  for  the  sale  of 
their  produce; 

(/)  for  the  consumption  and  use  at  a restaurant  or  by  inmates  of 
a hotel,  boaniing  honse  or  residential  club; 

(g)  for  the  consumption  and  use  by  persons  resorting  to  theatres  and 
cinemas; 

(ft)  for  watering  streets;  or 

(t)  for  washing  vohioles  where  they  are  kept  for  sale  or  hire. 

49.  No  person  shall,  except  in  such  circumstances  or  subject  to  such  con- 
ditions as  may  be  provided  by  the  bye-laws,  use  or  allow  to  be  used  water 
supplied  by  the  Board  for  domestio  purposes,  for  any  other  purpose. 


50.  (7)  No  person,  other  than  a plumber  licensed  by  the  Board  shall

(2)  Whenever  the  Board  has  reason  to  believe  that  as  a result  of  defect 
in  a service  pipe  or  tap  or  other  fitting  or  work  connected  therewith  water  is 
being  wasted,  the  Board  may,  by  written  notice,  require  the  consumer  to  re- 
pair and  make  good  the  defect  within  such  time  as  may  be  specified  in  such 
notice, 

(3)  If  such  repair  is  not  carried  out  within  the  time  specified,  the  Board 
may,  without  prejudice  to  any  action  which  may  be  taken  against  the  con- 
sumer under  any  other  provision  of  this  Act,  oause  such  repair  to  be  made. 
The  cost  of  such  repair  shall  be  realised  from  the  consumer, 

52.  (7)  The  Board  may  out  off  the  water  supply  from  any  premises,™ 

■ (a)  if  any  fee,  rental,  cost  of  water  or  any  charge  or  other  sum  due 

under  this  Act,  is  not  paid  within  a period  of  fifteen  days  after  service  of 

a bill  for  the  same;  or

(0)  No  action  taken  under  or  in  pursuance  of  this  section  shall  relieve  a 
person  from  any  penalty  or  liability  which  he  may  have  otherwise  incurred. 

(3)  The  Board  may  reconnect  the  supply  of  water  disconnected  under 
subnotion  (i)  on  payment  of  such  charges  and  on  such  terms  and  condi- 
tions as  may  be  provided  by  bye-laws.

Sewerage.

(b)  complies  with  such  other  conditions  as  may  be  provided  by  the 


55.  Where  any  premises  are,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  without  suffi- 
cient means  of  effectual  disposal  of  sewage  and  the  sewer  of  the  Board  is 
situated  at  a distance  of  not  more  than  fifty  metres  from  any  part  of  the 
premises,  the  Board  may,  by  written  notice,  require  the  ownor  of  the  said 
premises  to  have  sewer  connection  as  provided  by  bye-laws. 

56.  No  person  shall,  without  permission  of  the  Board,  make  or  cause  to 
be  made  any  connection  or  communication  with  any  sewer  of  the  Board. 


57.  No  person  shall,  without  the  permission  of  the  Board,  construct  any 
private  street,  building  or  other  structure  on  any  sewer  of  the  Board. 


58.  The  Board  may,  for  the  purpose  of  ventilating  any  sewer  or  cess-pool, 
whether  vested  in  the  Board  or  not,  erect  upon  any  premises  or  affix  to  the 
outside  of  any  building,  or  to  any  tree,  any  shaft  or  pipes  as  may  appear  to 
Rtobeneoesmzy. 
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59.  (I)  Where  it  appears  to  the  Board  that  there  are  reasonable  grounds 
for  believing  that  a private  sewer  or  cess-pool  is  in  such  condition  as  to  be 
prejudicial  to  public  health  or  to  be  a nuisance  or  that  a private  sewer  com- 
municating directly  or  indirectly  with  a sewer  of  the  Board  is  so  defective 
as  to  admit  sub-soil  water  or  grit  or  other  materials,  the  Board  may  evamine 
its  condition  and  for  that  purpose  may  apply  any  test,  not  being  a test  by 
mter  under  pressure,  and  if  it  deems  it  necessary,  open  the  ground. 

(2)  If  on  examination  the  sewer  or  cess-pool  is  found  to  be  in  proper  con- 
dition, the  Board  shall,  as  soon  as  possible,  reinstate  any  ground  which  has 
been  opened  by  it  and  determine  and  pay  compensation  for  the  damage  caused 
by  it.

61.  (i)  Any  officer  or  servant  of  the  Board  authorised  by  it  in  that  behalf, 
may,  with  or  without  assistants  or  workmen,  enter  into  or  upon  any  premises 
in  order — 

(a)  to  make  any  inspection,  survey,  measurement,  valuation  or  inquiry; 

(fr)  to  take  levels; 

(o)  to  dig  or  bore  into  the  sub-soil;  '\ 

(d)  to  set  out  the  boundaries  and  the  intended  lines  of  work; 

(c)  to  mark  such  levels,  boundaries  and  lines  by  placing  marks  and  cut- 
ting trenches;  or 

{^)  to  do  any  other  thing  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  or  any 
rules  or  regulations  or  bye-laws  ; 
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Provided  that,  in  exercising  the  powers  under  this  sub-section  due  regard 
shall  bo  paid  by  tho  officer  or  servant  of  tho  Board  concerned  to  the  social 
and  religious  customs  of  the  occupants  of  the  premises*
